Kenda Colliery of Eastern Coalfields Ltd., 
P.O. Kenda, Distt. Burdwan, were employed 
in the processes which were prohibited for 
employment of contract labou'r by Mjs. 
Eastern Coalfields Ltd. or the Labour 
Contractor. 

(ii) Whether the demand of the workmen for 
departmentalisation of Contract Labour of 
New Kenda Colliery is justified? If so, to 
what relief are the workmen entitled?”.
